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A Machine for Grinding Hay. 


The communication of Mr. Pease, which ap- 

pears in another column, reminds us that the 
operation of grinding hay for stock has been | 
successfully performed in at least one instance, 
and possibly other machines for the same pur- 
pose may have been contrived. The machine | 
to which we allude was devised by Mr. Ross | 
Winans, one of the most prominent farmers of 
Maryland, and described some three or four 
years ago in the Albany Country Gentleman. 
We may not be able to render a clear under- 
standing of the machine, but in brief, it con- 
sists of a cylinder composed of concentric rings, 
each ring being six and a half inches wide, 
thirteen of them make a cylinder seven feet in 
length. The interior rings are accurately fit- 
ted to revolve on a shaft within the cylinder. 
The rings being brought into position, the cyl- 
inder heads are put on and the whole keyed 
together by six one-half inch bolts extending 
from the flange of one head to that of the other. 
The inside surface of the outer rings, and the 
outside of the inner ones are heavily toothed, 
the teeth playing as the inner ones revolve, 
within about one-eighth of an inch of each oth- 
er. The different sets of toothed rings on the 
driving shaft stand in such relations to each 
other as to forma spiral or screw, making about 
one half a turn around the shaft in its length. 
A spiral form of equal pitch is also given to 
stationary teeth attached to the cylinder of 
steel of the machine. To enable the screw on 
the shaft and the screw on the cylinder to co- 
operate in effecting the objeet in view, they 
wind in opposite directions. The ridges on the 
inner side of the cylinder are also arranged spi- 
rally for the above mentioned object, and the 
faces of the teeth are bevelled for the same pur- 
pose. These several devices, acting in combi- 
nation, accomplish the purpose aimed at most 
satisfactorily, providing against clogging or 
ehoking, while the material which is being op- 
erated upon remains in the machine a sufficient 
time to be properly ground. The machine is 
fed with hay upon an endless band, by which 
it is drawn between rollers carrying it to the 
cylinder above described. The size of the feed 
opening is twénty inches in a horizontal direc- 
tion, and six inches in width; the discharge 
opening being twenty inches in a vertical direc- 
tion, and six inches in breadth. The feed roll- 
ers are twenty inches long and seven inches in 
diameter; the bottom one being smooth, and 
the top one rough. Such a machine driven by 
steam power, has a capacity for grinding from 
five to six tons of hay per day. The operation 
of grinding in this machine thoroughly breaks 
up the coarse stems which would otherwise be 
rejected by the animal. The ground hay is fed 
to cows im two ways, asfollows: Ist, About one 
and a half bushels per day to each cow, is wet 
with water, and mixed with six quarts of corn 
meal; this quantity is divided into three feeds. 
2d, In a separate compartment of the feeding 
trough, dry ground hay is given to the full ex- 
tent that each cow will eat, the average being 
about one bushel (eight pounds) per day, when 
it is of best quality.

“What Animals Perspire ?” 

This enquiry comes from young students who 
are unable to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion 
in regard to it. We may answer in general, 
all animals which inhabit theair. Watery and 
fatty matters are constantly being excreted from 
the skin by the so called sudoriforous or sweat 
glands, which are for the most part carried off 


as it is separated. The quantity of fluid lost 
in this maaner will be in strict relation with 
the temperature of the surrounding medium, 
and the rapidity with which this medium pass- 
es over the evaporating surface. When, from 
increased exertion or other causes, the perspir- 
ation is augmented in quantity, or when from 
a greater degree of moisture in the atmosphere, 
it is not readily evaporated, it becomes visible 
in the form of minute drops, which distill from 
the surface. This ‘‘sensible perspiration’’ is 
called sweat. This process will of course be 
entirely checked by contact of water, whether 
warm or cold. There is no evidence that either 
insensible (vaporous) or sensible (liquid) exuda- 
tion takes place in aquatic animals. It has 
been ascertained that in insects the transcrip- 
tion of fluid takes place to a considerable ex- 
tent, and this not only in the species which 
have a soft external tegument, but among those 
which have the body encased in a dense horny 
substance, as in the beetle tribe. Animals, on 
being cevered with an impermeable varnish die, 
with all the symptoms of asphyxia, while the 
tomperature os the body rapidly sinks thirty- 
six degrees. The oily fluid exuded from the 
sebaceous glands of the skin, prevents it from 
being dried and cracked by the action of the 
sun and air. Hence this fatty matter is more 
abundant in the races which inhabit warm cli- 
mates, and checked perspiration among such 
inhabitants is always evidence of disease, death 
often following in a very short time. Our que- 
rists will find additional information upon this 
most interesting subject in Encyelopedia Bri- 
tannica, Vol. 17th, Art. Physiology, and also 
in Carpenter’s Principles of Comparative Phy- 
siology, Philadelphia, 1854.

First Threshing Machines. 


In commending the hand threshing machines 
work easily, expeditiously and well,”’ the Amer- 


to thrash by machinery were, we believe, with 
hand thrashers. The curious will find a refer- 


chine, by which it is clear that long before the 
introduction of horse thrashers, a tolerably ef- 
fective hand machine was employed.’’ In 
this county the early efforts of inventors of 
threshing machines were in the same direc- 
tion. Mr. Pope of Hallowell was the first to 
introduce such a machine to the notice of farm- 
ers. This was in 1826. His first machine 
went by hand, and by turning a crank a series 
of mallets or swingels came over upon a table, 
on which the heads of the grain had been placed 
by the man tending it, and the kernnls pound- 
edout. Afterwards it was driven by horse 
power, the power being applied by means of 
the old cider mill sweep, the gearing being very 
rude and simple. These were the beginning of 
the improvements afterwards so successfully car- 
ried out by the Brothers Pitts, and which have 
rendered their names, in connection with horse 
powers and grain separators, so well krown 


throughout our country. .

Favorable for Farmers. 


The present mild weather is very favorable 
for farmers, inasmuch as the forage consumed 
by stock now confined at the barns and yards, 
is probably less than half what it would be 
were the weather as cold as it often is at this 
season. The light hay crop secured last sum- 
mer, is in reality gaining in quantity as it re- 
mains in the mows, with every day of such 
weather as we are having at this writing—10th 
Dec.; and with judicious handling when fed 
out, we believe farmers will be able to carry 
their stock through the winter in good shape 
on the ameunt of forage and roots in store. 
The ground hereabouts is not frozen, and un- 
derneath the snow the grass is as green as at 
any time in the fall. Sheep, in many places 
have not yet come to the barn, and are do- 
ing as well in the pastures protected by low 
growing trees, as they did during the dry, hot 
weather of the early fall months.

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Dark Brahma Fowls. 








There seems to be, just now, quitea ‘‘fever”’ 
among poultry fanciers, for the dark Brahma 
towls, and to satisfy those of our readers who 
are interested in this subject, we this week give 
an illustration of a trio of these fowls, which 
shows their chief characteristics to very good 
advantage. 

According to a correspondent of the Poultry 
Bulletin, the Dark Brahmas originated in this 
country, having been first bred by Mr. Edward 
S. Rogers, of Salem, Mass. They are said to 
be the product of the union of the Buff Cochin 
hen with the Gray Chittagong ceck. Some of 
them were sent to England, and being improv- 
ed by fanciers in that country, have been sent 
back to us for a foreign breed, when in point 
of fact, they are of American origin. They are 
of gigantic size—the cocks weighing twelve 
pounds, and the hens eight and a half pounds, 
are very hardy, good layers, especially during 
the winter months, capital mothers, and not so 
much inclined to sit as the Cochins. Their 
meat is fine grained, tender and well covered 
with fat. We know of a few of the Dark Brah- 
mas in this State, the cocks selling readily at 
$3 each. The technical peints of this breed 
are thus described by Tegetmeier—the best au- 
thority on this subject: 

**The Dark or Pencilled Brahmas are very dis- 
tinct in color from the light variety. We will take 
the description of the coek in the first instance. 
The upper part ofthe body, including the neck 
hackle, back and saddle, is silvery white, striped 
with black; the breast, under part of body and 
thighs, black, slightly mottled with white. The 
feathers that cover the bases of the quill feathers 
of the wings are of a metallic green black, and form 
a broad, well-marked bar across the wings. The 
secondary quills, those visible when the wing is 
closed, have a broad, dark, green-black spot at the 
The tail is black, the coverts 
on either side being of a beautiful lustrous green- 
black, the lesser feathers being edged with white. 
The shanks should be of a yellow color, which some- 
times partakes of a v= | shade, and they should 
be well clothed with dark feathers, slightly mottled 
with white. 

The color of the hens may be briefly described. 
The head is gray, the neck hackle silyery white, 
striped with black. The remainder of the plumage. 
says Mr. Teebay, should be dull white, minutely 
and distinctly pencilled throughout with dark pen- 
cilling, so closely as almost to cover the ground 
color—the pencilling reaching well up the front of 


the breast.”’

For the Maine * Melhiag 
Manner and Cost of Clearing Land. 











Agreeable to-a promise previously made I 
will now proceed Ps give the winless of the 
Farwer an account of time and expense of 
clearing ten acres of new land, taking in 
standing trees and clearing it fit for the harrow. 
This was a piece of very heavy timber, mostly 
rock-maple and yellow birch, many of the 
stumps being from 24 to 3 feet in diameter. 
The trees were felled on the 11th and 12th 
days of August. The land is naturally quite 
moist. I proceeded to limb them down at once, 
and did it thoroughly. In just three weeks 
from the time they were felled I applied fire 
to them, and obtained an excellent barn, not 
leaving, I believe, a white stump on the piece. 
I thought it might not be uninteresting to that 
portion of the readers of the Farwer who have 
never lived ina new country or — are 
not familiar with the process of clearing new 
land, to learn some of the proceedings whereby 
the early settlers of northern Sains bene made 
for themselves such smooth and beautiful 
fields, some of which compare favorably with 
those in the western part of the State. After 
the trees are burned we do most of the chop- 
ping with fire, or, as we term it, by ‘-nigger- 
ing.’’ This is done by cutting the small trees 
up into convenient lengths, say eight or ten 
feet long and placing them on the large logs 
sufficiently near so that when they are burned 
off, to render them convenient about pilings 
then on a windy day, by placing a coal fire 'se- 
tween the two they will ignite very readily, 
and burn beautifully, and as fast as the stick 
or ‘‘nigger’’ is consumed, it is shoved up, and 
this process continued, until the bottom stick 
is ro will be the case in a sur- 

isin space of time. By this 
reed the labor and penal chopping i 
obviated. Then the logs are rolled together in- 
to piles in the hollows, as best suits the con- 
venience, and set on fire and burned, and if 
this is done in the

Forest Trees. 





‘Line upon line, precept upon precept, here 
a little and there a little,’ was spoken by the 
wise man in reference to the moral and relig- 
ious interests of the people. Its enforcement 
seems quite as much needed by our young men 
in reference to their best material interests. 
In particular is it needed to keep before their 
minds the duty they owe themselves and _pos- 
terity to guard, and keep, and cultivate their 
forests. While they are enthusiastic and un- 
tiring in the cultivation of fruit trees, perhaps 
because the rewards are immediate, there 
seems to be an almost universal indifference 
and neglect to- plant and cherish trees where 
the results, though more remote, are quite as 
sure. To judge by appearances, they seem to 
think that forests can take care of themselves. 
But this is a fallacy and a delusion which all 
past experience has abundantly proved to be a 
fatal one to the interests of every country 
where it has been cherished. To say nothing 
of planting new trees, the ruinous neglect to 
save such as are, by care of our common nour- 
ishing mother, already — for us, should 
be changed at once, and more care bestowed 
upon the enclosing of woodlands with fences 
to keep out cattle, and also upon the best 
method of thinning out and pruning such trees 
as may become fit for timber, especially what 
the botanists call the cone-bearing trees, such 
as pine, hemlock, spruce and others. Those 
who have gone into the study of the subject, 
and of course, may be considered good author- 
ity; tell us that our timber trees are being fast 
used up, and urge it upon all who have trees 
to bestow more care and attention if they 
would save our posterity from such a deplor- 
able state as a treeless country. 

Time and space would fail in a short news- 
paper article, to even catalogue all the evils 
which would ultimately be entailed upon our 
children by our apathy and neglect in this mat- 
ter. For ourselves, we consider it a great 
pleasure to dress and keep our woodlands. 
There seems to be something peculiarly agree- 
able to all generous minds in the ownership and 
supervision of forests and forest trees. Hor- 
ace Greeley sets apart a certain day of every 
week for pruning trees upon his new farm at 
Chapaqua—and says he intends to climb trees 
till he is seventy yearsold. He says he passes 
some very happy hours and days in this man- 
mer, and feels invigorated by the exercise and 
freedom from the feverish excitement attendant 
upou his duties in the bustling city.

Insects Injurious to Farm Stock.--No.2. 





The Sheep-Tick. 


The Sheep-tick, melophagus ovinus, is per- 
haps the most common, numerous and best 
known of the various insect parasites which in- 
fest farm stock. It is often very troublesome 
on sheep and lambs as every farmer knows, and 
injures the animal by sucking out the juices of 
its body. 

This insect is one of the few. that never ac- 
quires wings—a degraded or low type of in- 
sect life. It is so well known that an extended 
description is unnecesary. It is about a quar- 
ter of an inch in length, of a brownish color, 
hairy, with a large abdomen, and the head is 
armed with a proboscis or sucket as long as 
itself, with which it sucks up the animal juices 
from the sheep on which it lives. 

The sheep-tick is what is termed a peer 
ous insect, that is, it perpetuates its kind 
without passing a all the changes which 
a very large majority of insects do. It prodaces 
a ll apote larvee. 

Various methods are recommended for ex- 
terminating them from sheep and lambs, but 
the most practicable and successful is to im- 
merse the animal in a bath made of a weak de- 
coction of tobacco, an article which is found 
manufactured and for sale under the name of 
‘*sheep dip,” &c. After shearing the sheep in 
the spring, the ticks leave them and take re- 
fuge in the lambs fleeces. It is then that the 
lambs should be dipped, care being taken that 
the head and face is not immersed, and that 
the decoction is not too strong. Two pounds 
of tobacco to ten gallons of water is about the 
right proportion. Poke root solution, petro- 
leam water, and very weak carbolic acid water 
are also recommended for the purpose. Snuff 
or fine sulphur rubbed into the wool will some- 
times rout them. 

Every farmer who has the care of sheep es- 
pecially in lambing or in shearing time, is fully 
acquainted with these disgusting insects as 
they often get upon their clothes and body. 
Sheep are sometimes so ‘‘ticky’’ during winter 
that they will remain p@or with good keeping. 
In such eases means should be taken to rid them 
of these parasites which are continually suck- 
ing out the life juices. G. E. B.

Grinding Hay. 


I am aware there is a difference of opinion 
among farmers in regard to the utility of even 
eutting hay. Some argue that asanimals have 
ample time masticate to their food, they may as 
well be allowed to take the natural way, and 
do their own cutting and grinding. It is quite 
likely that merely cutting has sometimes prov- 
ed to be not only useless, but detrimental. It 
is when hard, innutritious fodder, has been 
too much depended on, the animal thereby not 
receiving sufficient nutriment, or when such 
fodder has been cut short, and not softened, it 
has wounded their mouths, and made them 
sore, so that they have eaten but little. The 
action of grinding after cutting, would obviate 
the difficulty of cutting the mouth, and if the 
hay were ground, a little grain could be ground 
with it, and the amount of nourishment could 
be thus regulated. And whether it were af- 
terwards steamed or not, the straw and corn 
stalks thus treated would furnish a_very good 
substitute for hay, and thus be better utilized 
than in any other way. But how are we’ to 

rind hay? To be sure, that is the question.

what resembling the jaws of an animal, or 
rather two plates, the working faces of which 
shall be armed with steel or iron furrowed 
like mill stones, placed perhaps at an angle of 
forty-five degrees, and so arranged that by

Dressing the Orchard. 





‘How shall I manage my orchard to make 
it thrifty and productive?”’ is a query I often 
hear, and quite an important one it is to many. 
I do not propose here to give any fixed plan for 
cultivating or dressing an orchard, only to 
throw out a few suggestions, partly from ob- 
servation, and partly the resalt of my own ex- 
perience in restoring lean and unproductive 
trees. If the orchard has been neglected until 
the soil has been exhausted of those elements 
essential to form wood and fruit, it should be 
enriched at once, either by carefully plowing 
in well-composted manure top dressing, an 
digging around the trees, mulching with any 
material that will kill the grass, enrich the 
soil, and leave it moist and mellow; or pastar- 
ing with sheep. The latter method I have 
proved an excellent one when the trees are not 
so low that the flock will browse the tops or 
the trunks, so small that they will know the 
bark. To avoid this the bodies can be protect- 
ed by laths and stakes or frequently washed in 
soap suds or some substance offensive to the 
the sheep, and at the same time beneficial 
to the trees. 

I would not recommend urging too rapid a 
growth; but as ten trees probably suffer for 
want of attention where one is forced too much 
the danger is not great. A liberal mulching is 
not very expensive when one has access to 
coarse meadow grass, rushes, brakes or many 
of the weeds which infest the farm or wayside. 
Even at this season, when too late to obtain 
these the forest has an ample supply of leaves 
and decayed wood which can be obtained when 
the land cannot be worked. If the leaves are half 
rotted, all the better; if light and dry, they can 
be much improved for mulching by being used 
for bedding the cows and horses first.

A Successful Agricultural College. 


One of the earliest and most successful of the 
agricultural colleges in the country, is that es 
tablished at Lansing, Michigan. ie the infor- 
mation of those who think such institutions are 
conducted exclusively on the kid-glove system, 
we copy the following simple and familiar ac- 
count of the manner of the out door work, from 
a letter of Prof. W. J. Beal, of Chicago, lec- 
turer on botany at that college, published in the 
Union Springs Advertiser: 

Some people have queer ideas of such a col- 
lege. They thing it is a new fangled notion, 
that the professors are stuck up men, drawin; 
big salaries, strutting about in broadcloth a 
kid gloves, knowing nothing at all of farming, 
or kindred pursaits, except a few theories they 
have got from books. ‘There never wasa great- 
er mistake. The professors are practical men, 
and go into the fields and gardens with the stu- 
dents for three hoursevery afternoon. They do 
not commonly take hold and do the work of one 
hand, it istrue. This would not be best for 
any man who is foreman for a large number of 
workmen, but there is not one of these p 
ors who cannot do any part of the work better 
and quicker and easier than any of his students. 
They frequently take up tools and show the 
boys how to use them. The pupils do not re- 
ceive very large pay for their work—never over 
twelve and a cents an hour—but they per- 
form a great variety of labor all of which comes 
in handily with the theories and lectures. Ne 
one is fit to superintend any kind of work un- 
less he can do it as it ought te be done. 

They are taught to be, prompt, neat, accu- 
rate and to keep everything in perfect order. 
You can hardly ee the great variety of ex- 
petiments perf: at the college, and the 
care taken to have them all perfectly accurate 
and reliable. For example, this year they are 
raising forty-one varieties of tomatoes, treati 
allalike asfaras possible. They are planted a 
on the same days, the date and weight 
of the first mature fruit is recorded, also the 
same with reference to all the later fruit during 
he season.

Boe Notes for the Season. 


Bees that are to be housed should be allowed 
to fly until steady cold weather setsin: Stocks 
to remain.out should be sheltered from the wind, 
and stand where the sun can strike them every 
day. Only strong stocks will do well in old- 
fashioned wooden hives inthe openair. When 
transferring bees and combs from wooden to 
straw hives or otherwise, in cold weather, cheose 
a nearly dark room for the operation. Hives 
in the open air must be thoroughly. ventilated. 
They should be slightly raised, and an inch hole 
ee A throagh the center of the bottom board. 
Open holes in the top to give e to the rising 
moisture and keep outrainand snaw. Exclude 
mice by using wire-cloth, leaving just space 
enough for the bees at the bottom of the hive. 
For wintering in the house the room should be 
warm. A large, cold room will requireat least 
fifty stocks to keep up the requisite 
heat. It must be dark and well ventilated. 
The moisture from the hives with movable 
frames will off through the made 
for the surplus boxes, and these should be left 
open. Box hives should have holes in the top 
open, and then be inverted on small sticks so 
as to secure a current of air between the combs. 
A dry cellar is as good for wintering bees as a 
room above ground.—Boxes intended for use 
another year should be packed away in a dry 

lace. Hives and boxes jally filled should 
allowed to freeze in to destroy the eggs 
of the moth.— M. Quindy.

Statement on Wheat. 

The soil on which I raised my crop of spring 
wheat which I enter for the Society’s pre- 
mium, was a yellow, rocky loam broken up 
early in the spring of 1868 (having been crop- 
ped with the scythe for-twelve years,) and sow- 
ed to oats without. manure. Stubble plowed 
in the fall. The next spring, ten cords of 
green manure was put on one and one-fourth 
acre, and planted with potatoes; the other 
acre was again sowed with oats. In the fall, 
eight cords of old manure was hauled on the 
oat ground, and left in heaps, a part of which 
was spread and plowed in. The groynd closed 
up, and the rest remained until spring when 
the whole, with the potato ground was plowed. 
No other manure was put on to either. The 
ground was harrowed and cultivated, and on 
the seventh of May it was sowed to Golden 
Straw wheat, three and one half bushels. On 
the 10th, 12th and 13th of August, it was cut 
and got in. Threshed on the 28th of Sept; pro- 
ducing forty-five bushels of good clean wheat, 
one bushel of which will weigh sixty pounds, 
being twenty bushels to the acre. It was a 
dry piece of ground, and owing to the severe 
drought it did not grow as tall, arid the heads 
were shorter than last year. 

The Golden Straw W heat was obtained from 
Waterloo, Iowa, in the spring of 1869, of a 
reliable friend, who is a wheat grower in 
that State; who stated that it was ‘‘a Bald 
Wheat which never had been known to rust or 
smut, made moreand better flour than any wheat 
raised in that section; stiff straw, not liable to 
lodge; did not scatter in harvesting, and one 
and one half bushel was sufficient seed to the 
acre My experience thus far goes to pruve 
the above statements correct. I got one bushel 
ground last fall of my last year’s crop, and the 
miller said he put me up fifty pounds of flour. 
I have had none of the t crop ground. 
This flour comes nearer the old Tea Wheat 
flour than any have found. Last year I rais- 
ed twenty-five bushelS tothe acre, and have 
no doubt I should have got the same-or 
more this year, had it been sufficiently wet. 
My ground has not been rich either year, and 
I have never before had any wheat that would 
do as well on such ground. What it would do 
on rich land is yet to-be ascertained by me.

Window Plants in Winter. 


Heat, water and air are the things to be pro- 


vided. Dust and insécts are to be guarded 
inst. 
Heat. Most plants will survive if the tem- 


perature gets below 40 degrees; but no healthy 
growth nor bloom can be looked for at a lower 
average daily temperature than 60 or 65 de- 

rees. It is better that the night temperature 
fall 15 degrees less than this. One dif- 
ficulty with plants in our dwellings is that they 
are as hot at night as during the day. 

Warer. Give water only when the plants 
need it. A plant with its roots constantly in 
mud cannot thrive. It is better to wait until 
the flagging of a plant shows that it needs wa- 
ter than to keep it constantly soaked. Sprink- 
ling of showering should be done as often as 
possible. ‘Take the plants toa sink or a bath 
tub and give them a good dousing. 

Air. Do not be atraid of opening the win- 
dows whenever the outside air is not freezing. 
Give air every day whien it is safe to do so. 
Not only will the plants be benefitted, but the 
atmosphere will be the better for human lungs. 

Dust is a great obstacle to the successtul 
growing of plants in the house. The shower- 
ing we have recommended will help remove it, 
but all smooth leaved plants, such as Camelias, 
Ivies and the like, should be occasionally spong- 
ed to keep the foliage clean and healthy. 

Insects. Don’t naveany. If the plants are 
daily looked over, and the thumb and finger 

roperly applied, they will be kept in check. 

fa plant is badly intested by the green fly, 
put it in a box or under a barrel and smoke it 
thoroughly. Ifthe red spider appears, as it 
will be apt to do in hot and dry roums, smoke 
will not help it. Remove the plant into hospi- 
tal and shower it daily. Frequent wetting and 
a moist atmosphere is the best remedy .—Amer- 
ican Agriculturist.

The Moral of the Verdict. 

After a careful perusal of the evidence, the 
arguments and the jadge’s charge to the jury, 
we regard the verdict in the late trial of Edw’d 
H. Hoswell with profound satisfaction. It is 
not merely that this individual felon, this bru- 
tal husband, this sell-constituted guardian o! 
the marriage-bed he had forsaken, is to suffer 
the lawful penalty for his crime. This is much, 
but it is more tv have removed from the honor- 
ed institution of jury trials, the stigma that 
has rested upon it since the shameless perjury 
of the juries that acquitted Sickles, Cule anu 
McFarland, [t was a questiun of great momen: 
tu every citizen of Maine—further, to every 
citizen of America —whether there were yet a 
community where a jary could be empanelled 
of sufficient integrity to render in a case of this 
kind, a verdict in accordance with the law anu 
the evidence, as every jury is sulemnly sworn 
tudo. The question is now answered, and we 
evngratulate all lovers of justice, honor and 
truta, on the result. The metropolitan virus 
has not yet reached us. Here at least law is 
still sapreme. 

Tae counsel for the prisoner asked for a ver- 
dict of avquittal, yet admitted the fact of the 
homicide. The insanity of the prisoner, ii 
proved, would have been sufficient ground for 
his acquittal; *ut this plea was effectually dis- 
pused of by the appearance of the prisoner, by 
the sound ruling of the judge, and by the sound 
sense of the jury. There then remained no val- 
id defence. Had every fact that his counsel 
svught to prove been admitted, Hoswell would 
still by the plain terms of the law, have been 
guilty of manslaughter. Yet an eloquent ap- 
peal was made to the jury to consult their own 
passions, and then set the prisoner free, law or 
no law. How much weight did this appeal 
have with the jury? Not one of them was 
moved by it. Not one voted for the acquittal. 
On the first ballot eight were fora verdict ot 
murder in the second degree, four for a verdict 
of manslaughter; and after further instractions 
from the judge as tu the difference between 
these two degrees of homicide, the eight yield- 
ed to the four. 

Over the memory of the murdered man let 
us draw the vail of charity. Let us apply to 
him the great maxim of law that the accused 
shall be held innocent until proved guilty. 
Taflin was not proved guilty of anything more 
than improprieties that were not entirely in- 
consistent with good intentions. To Hoswell’s 
story of what occurred on that fatal night, im- 
implicit credence cannot be given. ‘The only 
other living person who knew the facts, was 
debarred from testifying in court, by the objec- 
tion of the prisoner. Bat her story was long 
since laid before the public, and the pablic can 
judge between her stery and the assassin’s.

Congress at Work. 
The Forty-first Congress has set to work 
again in a way that promises more promptness 


of action in its closing session than in the one |’ 


immediately preceding. It begins with its 
hands full. Speaker Blaine is said to have re- 
marked that there was already business enough 
on his table to keep the House talking till the 
end of the session. But the first few days have 
shown that they mean to act as well as talk. 
They have already passed a bill repealing the 
Tenure of Office act, thus again throwing the 
responsibility for its retention upon the Senate. 
They have passed a bill for the appointment of 
a Commission to investigate the facts pertinent 
to theannexation of San Domingo, The House 
has also again repealedd the franking privilege. 
The Senate has ratified several treaties, and is 
addressing itself, with a little less vigor, to be 
sure, than is shown in the House, to legisla- 
tion. ‘ 
Bills have been introduced pertaining toa 
variety of important matters, including the 
revival of our navigation and shipbuilding, the 
abolition of the office of Admiral in the navy, 
the repeal of the income tax, the reduction of 
duties on tea,‘coffee and sugar, the representa- 
tion of the Indians in Congress. But the most 
important of all, it seems to us, is a bill au- 
thorizing the President, whenever in his judg- 
ment the public interest may require, to sus- 
pend all laws, whereby Canadian vessels are 
permitted to enter our waters, except such 
rights as they may have by virtue of treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain. 
The President asked further for power to for- 
bid the passage of merchandise through our 
teritory to Canada, and this will probably be 
introduced into the bill. All this, of course, 
is to be in retaliation for anticipated illegal op- 
pression of our fishermen by the Canadian gov- 
ernment. That there has been unfriendly ac- 
tion ip reference to the fisheries cannot be de- 
nied; and our government should not shut its 
eyes to the fact. But how much better it 
would be to try first what can be done by di- 
plomacy. Should the Canadian government 
transcend its rightful powers, it would bea 
simple and straightforward thing to insist upon 
indemnification, and we should not ask it in 
vain. England is notoriously aaxious to pay 
us the Alabama claims, and she would be no 
iess ready to pay the fishery claims. The at- 
cempt to compel Canada to respect our rights 
yy retaliatory measares is puerile, It is worse. 
{t isa wicked sacrifice of the interests of a 
small numer of Canadian citizens for reasons 
f which they are innocent. Further, the sus- 
pension of the privileges enjoyed by Canadian 
citizens within onr borders, would be followee 
»y the clusing of the Welland Canal to Amer- 
ican shipping, entailing, # the prohibition be 
during tne navigation season, great loss upon 
our cities on the lakes, wno are now enabled 
by the use of the canal to navigate the St. Law- 
rence river. The pecuniary losses resulting on 
both sides from a suspension of commercial re- 
lations might be greater than the entire value 
of the fishing ficet, to say nothing of its effect 
in embittering the feelings of our neighbors to- 
wards us. We hope Congress will not author- 
ize such an unsatisfactery mode of vindicating 
sur rights. F 





Tue Vatvr or Sawoust. As an illustration 
of the modern value of an article which untii 
within a few years has been regarded as use- 
less for any purp se except to fill up and ob- 
struct the navigation of our rivers, and ts 

ecessitate special legislation for its removal at 
great expense and to prohibit its deposit there- 
in altogether, we may mention the fact that 
the only fuel used in the steam mills of the Ken- 
nebec Land and Lumber Company in this city 
and Pittston, is the sawdust produced from the 
manufacture of lamber. The power thus fur- 
nished is entirely without cost to the s#anufac- 
turers. In addition we may state that the ice 
business on the Kennebec river, has already 
created a large demand for the article, giving 
it a positive commercial value. We are in- 
tormed that the average daily product of saw- 
dust from the two mills above mentioned, is 
not less than forty dollars per day, reckoning 
the price at $1 per cord, making an annua! 
value of more than $12,000; a pretty good 
income from what was formerly worse than 
useless to the millman, ahd was either thrown 
away or given away to whoever would take 
the trouble to carry it off. During the last 
spring, the sawdust at Gardiner and Pittston, 
used for stowing ice on shipboard was $2 per 
cord, and the demand was greater than the 
sapply. The preparations on the river for 
putting up a still larger amount of ice this 
winter, will doubtless create a greater demand 
for sawdust fur shipping purposes, and will 
probably increase the price to not less than $3 
per cord.

He received 
the verdict with apparant composure, as he 
leaned to the leaft, with his handerchief placed 
to his face, and attended by Mr. Libbey, his 
janior counsel who stood by his right side. On 
his way to the jail, however, he did not conceal 
his disappointment, mingled with a feeling of 
intense chagrin at the result of his trial, and 
contended that he ought to have been acquitted 
the same as Sickles and Cole, and were it not 
that he was poor, he believed he would have 
been cleared 

Mrs. Hoswell appeared to be much affected at 
the verdict. She professes still to bear a wife’s 
affectiun towards him, and previous to and dur- 
ing the trial, she has sent notes to him, in which 
she expressed her undying affection for him, 
und wanted to send him some little delicacies, 
which Hoswell, hewever, declined secepting, 
for fear, as he , that they might con 
pvison. The verdict was generally expected, 
although there wasa strong expectation, as 
the trial ap the end, that the verdict 
would be murder in the second , 

The jury were out just seven hours and for- 
ty-three minates. ¥ ballotted three times 
before a result was reached. On the first bal- 
lot they stood eight for murder in the second 
degree and four tor hter; second bal- 
lot, eleven for murder in the second degree ane 
one for manslaughter. Finding no ible 
chance of getting a unanimous verdict for mur- 
der in the second degree, and rather than ¢@isa- 
gree and thus involve a new trial, the third 
vallot resalted in a verdict for manslaughter. 

On Wednesday afternoon Hoswell was 
brought into court, when Judge Walton sen- 
tenced hhn to nine years in the State Prison— 
the utmost limit of law for manslaughter being 
ten years. His counsel decided not to present 
any exseptions.

A general attack of the whole crew 
on the mates was then threatened, but the res-

The navigation of the St. Lawrence is only 
possible by the aid of canals, which are the re- 
sult of Canadian enterprise. ‘he river cannot 
even be reached by the shipping of the United 
States without theough a canal cut in 
Canadian teritory. surely hardly expeets 
us to the unfortunate geographical diffi- 
culties of the eight States a with our 
capital. To throw open our canals to Amer- 
ican shi without some equivalent, would 
be a little teo much for President Grant to ask. 

In regard to the fisheries, the Globe says: 

Does it not occur to the President that to 
come down on Canada with his threats and 
blaster is the antipode of courage? How is it 
that he is going, by his acts, to ize as an 
equal and t pewer the colonial au- 
thority known as the Dominion of Canada, of 
which, as his language implies, he has no offi- 
cial knowledge? The construction of the treaty 
of 1818, is for the United States and Creat 
Britain to settle. In the maintenance of the 
treaty for the rights and preservation of the 
fisheries, England, with Canada, has a common 
interest. 

If President Grant can’t see the false posi- 
tion in which he has placed himself, it may be 
hoped that Congress will discover it for him. 
He may exclude Canadian vessels from his 
ports, and try by any other petty means to 
harrass us. ‘hat game was tried when the 
Reciprocity Treaty was repealed, and we have 
thriven ever since beyond all anticipation. Bat 
if he has right on his side and dees not want 
courage, he will put all ships from the British 
ports, the Cu and Inman steamers includ- 
ed in the same category. President Grant may 
be equal to taking as broad and liberal views of 
the ease as its circumstances uire, bat his 
will is not omnipotent, amd should weigh but 
lightly against the clear and obvious interests 
of a nation. These point at once to the remov- 
al of all grounds of irritation, all fap for 
tirades by unscrupulous party leaders, and all 
risks of collision between the powers that 
should set the world an example of amity and 
peace, and it is certain that in this paying hom- 
age toa higher principle, the pecuniary gain 
to both Canada and the United States weuld be 
beyond all calculation.

Tue Inpian Powicy. William Welch of 
Philadelphia, formerly Chairman of the Indian 
Commission, and lately returned from a visit 
to the Sioux and other tribes on the Upper 
Missouri, has had an interview with the Pres- 
ident.

Mason then 
stepped in front of Harriman, who somehow dis- 
charged his gun, the whole charge lodged in the 
side of Mason just above the hip bone. He now 
lies in a critical condition. 

The Houlton Times learns that the remains of a 
man was found, one day last week, across the 
boundary line in a piece of woods where formerly 
a lumber eperation was carried on, and near the 
road leading from Fletcher’s Mills, Monticello, to 
Jacksontown, N. B. There was only the skeleton, 
some brass buttons, and a pair of army shoes on 
the bones of the feet, remaining. It is supposed 
that some bounty-jumper, as long ago as during 
the war, in the act of deserting, lost his way in the 
woods, and there, through fatigue, hunger and 
exposure, perished. 

Saturday night, the 3d, inst., Deputy Sheriff 
Hobbs, of Harrison, made a seizure of from sixteen 
to eighty gallons of liquor of various kinds at the 
apothecary store of Henry 0. Moses, in Bridgton, 
which were hauled off, and are held under official 
charge, awaiting the proprietor’s return from Bos- 
ton, for whom there is a warrant fer arrest. 
The seizure was made at the instance of Empire 
Lodge of Good Templars of Bridgton. 

A man in York county recently sold off his hay 
and stock and some land for $560, nearly all he 
possessed in the world, went dewn to Biddeford for 
glorious drunk, fell among the rum sharpers, and 
in one week squandered every cent of ‘it; says the 
Journal. 

A young man in Kennebunkport, who has circu- 
lated slanders about respectable young ladies, was 
brought to his knees by a letter from a lawyer. 
He hastened to sign a paper saying that he was a 
liar and a slanderer, and by paying costs further 
proceedings were stayed; says the Press. 

The Somerset Reporter says that Saturdays are 
drovers’ collection days, and last week there were 
unusually large numbers of good cattle collected at 
Skowhegan, previous to going to railroads, by 
Messrs, Cannon, Jones & Merrifield. Among 
these was a pair of large oxen sold by Rufus Bixby, 
one of which girted 7 feet 10 inches and weighed 
2160 pounds; one pair sold by Moses Brown that 
weighed 2827 pounds. 

A few days ago a son of Dr. Sweat, of Cornish, 
shot himself under singular circumstances, His 
father requested him to go to school, but the boy 
refused. The father insisted, and the boy rather 
than obey took a pistol and inflicted upon himself 
a wound which it was thought would prove fatal. 

Last week a littte child of Mrs. Charles H. Noyes 
of Dayton Plantation, eleven months old, fell into 
a pail of water, boiling hot, which Mrs. Noyes has 
prepared for washing clothes. She had put the 
pail on the floor and went to the door for some 
chips, when she heard a scream. She at once re- 
turned and found the child had plunged into the 
pail of boiling water. The little sufferer lived but 
about ten hours. 

Levi Foster a French Canadian, dropped dead 
upon the deck of the Steamer Fairy of the Lake, 
on Moosehead Lake, on Wednesday of last week. 
He was a brother of the man who fell overboard 
from the same steamer and was drowned, last 
summer. 

O. K. Grant, of Brunswick, about forty years of 
age, and of late a clerk in the Census Bureau in 
Washington, died suddenly on Monday of last week 
from the effects of chloroform, which had been ad- 
ministered by Dr. Lincoln, one of the ablest sar- 
geons in that town, preparatory to an examination. 

A man in Biddeford forwarded $5 to the pre- 
tended dealers in counterfeit money in New York, 
requesting them to send him a sample of their 
“*wares,’’ as he wished to make a large purchase 
if the ‘‘thing would go.’’ In answer he received a 
letter from the firm covering a ten dollar bill, which 
bill he took to a bank where it was exchanged for 
smaller bills by the cashier without any hesitation. 
The man called the cashier’s attention to the bill, 
and enquired if ‘it was a good one.’’ The cashier 
responded that it was a genuine bill. This so tickled 
the man, that he immediately forwarded $50 to the 
New York dealers for a supply. He has been wait- 
ing to get it, and his now come to the conclusion 
that he is $45 out of pocket. 

A man, hired a horse in Fairfield to go to Clin- 
ton. Arriving at his destination, he went into the 
house leaving his horse standing unhitched, and 
when he came out the horse was not to be found. 
Search proved fruitless until it was settled that he 
had been stolen. Nearly a fortnight after, the 
horse and carriage were found in the woods, not a 
great distance away, entangled in the trees, The 
horse was able to get up, and even walk a few 
steps, but was so worthless that he was killed. The 
parts of the mouth about the bit were putrid. 

Col. Heald of Madison tells the Skowhegan Re- 
porter that he gets this year 1800 bushels of pota- 
toes from a little over eleven acres. The land was 
sod broken and manured in the hill with 6 casks of 
lime, 35 bushels of ashes and 1} tons of plaster 
made into a dressing and applied to the hill. He 
had 47 acres under the plow this year. His oats, a 
California variety, averaged more than 50 bushels 
anacre, One-half acre yielded 37 bushels.
